WASHINGTON - President 
Reagan told USA TODAY he 
intends to assure Congress and 
the USA tonight “there is no 
comparison whatsoever” be- 
tween administration actions 
in Centra] America and the be- 
ginning of involvement in Viet- 
nam. 

Reagan said the situations 
cannot be compared because 
“there is no and has never 
been any talk" of sending 
troops to Centra] America. 

On the eve of a rational tv 
address at 8 pmt EST, Reagan:
